Fuel Tanks In Wings 


New Soviet 'Plane Makes Maiden 
Non-Stop Flight 

An aeroplane which may revolu- 

tionize aircraft design has made a 


successful 5,858-mile non-stop maid- 
en flight in Soviet Russia. The ma- 
is known as the ANT-25, It 
has been perfected by Professor A 
N. Tupeloy. 

The machine is a monoplane with 
fuel tanks in the wings. Special 
balloons of light rubberized fabric 
take the place of floats to enable the 
machine to land on water. 

These balloons are connected by 
a common feed so that the pilot can, 
by pressing with his foot, inflate the 
balloons and fill all of them, 

In the event of a forced landing 
on water, this balloon system, it is 
claimed, would enable the aeroplane 
to stay afloat a considerable 
period, The machine is also the first 
Soviet aeroplane to be equipped with 
an electrically operated retractable 
undercarriage fitted with an oil shock 
absorber,

Elevator companies, including the Pools, 
are members of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
and use it in exactly the same manner and 
for exactly the same reason. They use it 
because the futures market is the best 
method which has been so far devised to 
protect the farmer and to ensure low hand- 
ling charges. It is not used by either the Pools 
or the other elevator companies for the 
purposes of profit. 


The Pooling method, which is the only 
other method which has been tried to date 
in Canada, cost the West many millions of 
dollars. It is no longer seriously advocated, 
even by those who invented it. If in the 
future any organization, commission or 
government can evolve a system of market- 
ing Canada’s crop which will consistently 
return to the farmer even a fraction of a cent 
more than he obtains through the present 
methods, the line elevator companies will be 
the first to endorse and adopt such a system. 
At the present time all elevator companies 
(including the Pools) market grain in exactly 
the same way because it is the best and 
cheapest way which has yet been devised. 


Fair competition is the farmers’ safeguard. 


Propaganda by the Pools, through the 
Western Producer, country newspapers and 
field meetings, attacking the elevator com- 
panies because of marketing methods which 
the Pools themselves adopt, is untrue and 
hypocritical and merely designed to abolish 
the competition which is the farmers’ best 
protection.

There Are Differences 


Is there any difference between Pool elevators and line ele- 
vator companies? The latter seem anxious to prove that both are 
the same, but there are several essential differences, 


1, Alberta Pool Elevators are the property of 43,000 Alberta 
grain producers. They are built for service and not for profit, This 
is not the case with line elevator companies, 


2. The finances and operations of Pool elevators are an open 
book, Each year they are scrutinized by seventy delegates who are 
vepresentatives of the producers. The detailed operations of the 
whole system and of each and every Pool elevator are thus ob- 
tainable from elected delegates, Is there one line elevator company 
who will provide customers with such information ? 

3. The Pools use the grain exchange. But this does not imp'y 
an idolatrous attitude towards that organization, The Pools believe 
that the demonstrated weakness of the Speculative system during 
the depression had a serious reflection in the collapse of agricul- 
ture, and that a national wheat board wou'd have offered greater 
protection. The line elevator companies are not in favor of a na- 
tional wheat board and never were. John I, McFarland, who con- 
ducted stabilization of wheat prices for five years, testified: 
“Theoretically the open futures system is an ideal system for the 
handling of wheat, if it works; but when it fails to function, as it 
has foiled, because of world-wide subsidies, over-sunply and ab- 
sence of speculators to carry the hedges, then my sympathy 
leans entirely toward the producer and his protection.” 

4, The Poo's believe the Canadian wheat producers should 
be given assistance and protection to as great a degree at least 
os other interests in Canada. The Pools maintain that acriculture 
is Canada’s most important industry and cannot be neglected. The 
vrain trade, on the other hand. continually campaigned for mar- 
keting Canada’ s wheat at “world prices.” 

5. The grain trade say that the Pool’s onerations cost millions 
That is a pure fabrication, Under the McFarland stabilization op- 
erations Canadian formers prodnced. and marketed the surpluses 
of, wheat crops totalling more than one billion bushels, and Cana- 
dian prices were maintained at a substantiallv higher level than 
those of competing countries. For months the Canadian nremiums 
ran as hirh ps 2he a hushel over vrices of comnetitive wheat. 

6 The Pools believe that arriculture needs an ererressive co- 
onerative orranization supporting its interests and reflecting the 
exnressed wishes of nroducers and nat subservient to vested in- 
terest. The line elevator companies ARE vested interests.
